Domestic Uses in Williamstown 


for the Present. 
Patrons 


Will Not 
be Allowed 


to 
Suffer. 


Tbe report of tbe board of health on 


the sources o: ic« supply for this city was 
n. surprise Wednesday evening and occa- 
sions considerable comment. Aa usual 
when any question of public interest 
comes up tbore are different opinions, 
and in this case it is felt by many that the 
action oi'the hoard of health ia justified 
by th» conditions, while others think it is 
bai, u too Biucii on theory, as ice from 
the condemned ponds have been used for 
many years with no known bad results. 
However, the decision of the board is 
accepted as flnal both by the dealers and 
the public and the only tiling; to be done 
ia to bow to that decision and to iaSe steps 
to adjust the ice business to the new 
conditions. 


As the matter now stands Mr. Mausert, 


who harvested his ice Irom the Clarks- 
burg reservoir, is the only dealer iu the 
city v.-ho can sell his product for domestic 
uses. The ice from (he other sources can 
be sold only for tho filling of coolers, etc., 
and not for domestic uses. 


The notices were served on the dealers 


today, but before this was done J. H. Orr 
& Co. sent a team toWilliamstovvn for ice 
from F. H. Daniels' ice house. Mr. Dan- 
iels' ice is made of water from the "cold 
spring" in Williamstown, which furnishes 
a part of that town's water supply, and is 
very clear and pure. It is expected he 
will

domestic trade, which will not bo allowed 
to suffer in consequence of the action of 
the board of health. The necessity of 
buying ice and hauling it from Williams- 
town, with the large attendant waste, will 
interfere seriously with the profits of the 
business unless the price is raided, but the 
company's first aim will be to take care of 
its customers and hold its trade until a 
satisfactory source ofsuppiy can be estab- 
lished. 


It is fortunate for the dealers and the 


public thft thr orrt«- eomoB at a season 
when but comparatively little ice is used 
for drinking purposes. It is, however, a 
little late for the dealers to conveniently 
arrange tor new supplies for the coming 
winter, but of course it will be done in 
some way. 


The matter of importing ice to the city 


brings up a new phase of the ice question. 
The board of health will insist on the 
right of examining the new product and 
also of making an examination of the 
sources of the new supply, and will, if 
iouud necessary, forbid the sale of the 
imported ice. 
The board will require 


notification from the persons who begin 
the importation of ice of their intention 
to so import and will foibid tne sale of the 
product if it is found that the public 
health demands such a measure.

A Result Most Gratifying to 


»the Board of Control of 


the Institution. 


FOURTEEN HUNDRED 
DOLLARS 


The Members of the Board of Control 


are Willing to Fully Explain the 


Management of the Hospital 


to 
Remove Misunder- 


standing. 


A sermon of many headings could well 


be written on the results of the recent 
canvas of this city for the benefit of the 
hospital. Dependent as this institution 
is, on the benevolence and thougbtfulneas 
of the people living in this vicinity, the 
managers have been obliged to resort to 
various methods, to raise funds for current 
expenses. It is a fact that generous sums 
of money have been at times, bestowed 
upon the hospital, by legacies, but these 
amounts have been limited in use, by 
especial conditions so that while the 
treasury may not be utterly empty or de- 
pleted, the funds in trust may not be' dis- 
turbed or used, and the necessity occurs 
which requires a plea to the general pub- 
lic for immediate aid. 


The envelope system has been tried for 


three years and the results this autumn 
quite justify the idea of an established 
method for the future. At the beginning 
a very thorough visitation to all classes 
and conditions of citizens was made, 
bringing those who might possibly enter- 
tain a friendly feeling for the hospital, to 
a substantial expression of their good- 
will. It opened an avenue for the discus- 
sion of methods pursued, rules established 
and hopes entertained, and in some cases 
was the means of correcting unfounded 
rumors, and of re-establishing confidence 
where a partial knowledge of facts, had 
led to a misunderstanding and opposition. 


The one question of the charity done 


at the hospital had to be oftener ex- 
plained than others. The hospital does 
care for non-paying patients with the 
same exactness that it gives to its highest" 
priced inmates, as in fact the nurses are 
wholly ignorant of the terms of admis- 
sion, and it can be easily understood their 
work must be the same for all. The la- 
dies of the board of control would be glad 
to sxplaia the rules to those who feel 
inclined to criticise the methods pursued 
in the management of the hospital, and 
thereby avoid much that tends to injure 
the intended good work. 


In announcing the results of the enve- 


lope collections this year, the secretary of 
the board of control has been instructed 
to thank those who distributed the enve- 
lopes, and those who contributed, through 
the medium of our ever-friendly generous 
press, our daily and weekly journals. 
The sum of money collected amounts to 
about ifl4,075, which includes fSl.50 result- 
ing from the Blackinton tea held a few 
weeks ago. This money is the accumula- 
tion of smaller and greater amounts, ac- 
cording as the means of the givers were 
greater or less, and it represents to the 
managers of the hospital the kind sympa- 
thy of the general public, and is a con- 
scious support to the board of control for 
which they are most grateful. 


To the members of the press of this city, 


the hospital managers realize a great in- 
debtedness. The hearty acceptance of all 
announcements, items and even long re- 
ports, which have been gratuitously pub- 
lished, have been a means of support and 
assistance to the hospital and the ladies of 
the board of control desire to express 
their earnest and appreciative thanks. 


The annual meeting of the corporators 


will soon be announced, and it is hoped 
that all interested in the hospital will be 
present to hear the reports of this year's 
work, and the prospects for the future.

A FARMER'S DISCOVERY, 


Finds Four Whiskey Barrels in a Fam- 


ily Cellar In This City. 


A Williamstown man who peddles farm 


produce* in this city, and who has been 
keeping an eye open ot late for empty 
liquor casks in which to store his cider 
makes the statement that he found four 
good whiskey barrels in the cellar of a 
dwelling house and that the family was 
ready to trade them for potatoes, turnips 
or any other "truck," He was surprised 
to find such a collection in such a place 
and was led to the conclusion that an il- 
licit liquor business had been carried on 
there on a large scale, but this hardly 
seems probable because people who sell 
liquor without a license rarely put it in 
by the barrel, and would not be apt to let 
the empty barrels accumulate as evidence 
against them in case of exposure.
